The actual crater is placed almost rn ho 
amphitheatre, three-four tbs of which are 
encored, while one-fourth ii open. 
The 
enclosing walls rise above the bird of the 
crater from 2oQ or more feet rn Nome parte, 
appetently of sulphur. 
The diameter 
judging by the eye, from one side to the 
other, is about 3(10 yards, and the whole of 
thi3 area is filled with lava of fire, but 
crusted oo the surface with a rkin some 
inches deep of lava that bos been cbii.ed. 
All who have crossed the Mer de Glace at 
Chatnount are aware ut the character of 
its formation; the deep, intensely blue tints 
of IU crevasses, the huge boulders of ice, 
the uncertain and irregular character of 
the blocks, and the fanustic 6hap I as­ 
sumed. Imagine jast the some formation, 
bul substitute heat for cold, intense fiery 
red color for the blue, and the appearance 
of the crater may be realized. 
The sur­ 
face of tho lava bit :ks is black, contorted 
in myriads of forms, hot, rough, and some­ 
what brittle, and lying more or less at one 
level. 
Looktog between thej cracks or 
down the “crevasses,” however, the glow­ 
ing fires a few inches below our feet, and 
in blocks wherein we were standing, were 
seen. When the mouth of the volcano 
showed signs of movement ten mouths 
since, it was not raised much above the 
rest of the bed. I** ten months' activity 
however ti as enabled it to raise a cone 
al^o6t in the center of the crater, at least 
a baodred feet in height, very wide at the 
base, converging at the summit like a 
sugar loaf, but with the summit of the loaf 
removed. 
With a pulsation as regular 
and as 
mat ked as that of the piston of a steam 
engine in full motion, did the huge moun­ 
tain carry on its works, eo that now we 
are clearly able to understand what was 
meant by “every pulsation of the volcano 
being registered at the observatory.” 
Clouds of smoke and fumes, were issuing 
from the summit of the cone—now dense­ 
ly dark, as it a fresh supply of coal had 
been heaped on the fire; then intensely 
light, it me engine were blowing off Its 
steam; then most beautifully and delicately 
tinted with the tenderest rose-pink, as if an 
artist were testing how best to combine the 
loveliest tints of bls art; then a pale salmon 
a little while, and the as if five thousand 
torpedo!s were simultaneously exploded. 
The huge mountain seemed to heave, and 
forth from its mouth issued immense quan­ 
tities of molten lava, shot scores of feet 
high up into the air—appareatly at the 
mouth all in one body, but there separating 
into millions of piece*, great and small, all 
glowing witn the most intense red heat 
that can possibly be seen. With a power­ 
ful opera glass we silently watched the vis­ 
ible operations of the volcano. Each piece 
as ft ascended intolbegair wss separate; no 
piece was on fire and at red heat though, 
but, mostly the lava emitted 
fell back ! 
again into the boom ol the heaving ma-a 
but with every ani; don quantities, large 
or small, fell on the outside of the mouth,; 
and thus we raw readily how the cone had 
gradually hut continuously increased in J 
size sod height Every now aud then a huge 
mass won d drop outside, and then would 
be heard an immense crash, follow'd by t 
vast quantities of lava rolling down the j 
sides of the cone. As we stood watching, j 
at intirVale ’here e n»ed to be the tiring 
of ten thousand guns of mightier calibre 
than Krupps, and we soon found that this 
was the precursor of a great display. Up 
rose, possibly one hundr J feet above the 
cone,an immense matt spreading in the 
shape of & lauy s fan, and presenting one 
of the most magnificent sights the eye of a 
man can ever sec. And this upheaval w*.g 
not a thing for which we bad to wait till 
our patience was exhausted, and to wonder 
if it would Ic repeated or not, but was cor- ! 
tmuous and incessant, and almost teemed 
as if 
every renewed explosion were I 
grander than its precursor, or as indicating 
a trial of actual strength prior to the great 
event proposed to be completed. 
As we descended to the crater the rain 
had ceased ; while there it again fell for a 
time heavily; then the whole surface

The same coarse should be pursued in the 
spring, by supplying some kind of green 
c r suit food for several weeks before turn­ 
ing out to pasture. The better system Is 
to have roots enough to give rations to 
them daily throughout the entire winter, 
feeding more freely to cows giving milk 
than to those that are dry. Sheep may be 
wintered almost entirely on roots and 
straw, and come out in the spring healthy 
nod fat; but r* little circ is sometimes nee- 
e sary iu Ieee’mg turnips, for it given too 
freely to ewes with lamb. the large amount 
ot water, in this root will (sometimes pro­ 
duce scours, aud even cause an abor­ 
tion. 
The quantity of roots to be fed daily to 
stock must vary in acc adance with their 
nutritive properties. For instance, the 
I amount of nutritive nutter In 1,000 pounds 
of the common white tu rn ip s only about 
fort}-two pounds, or a little over four per 
cent. iu the 8wet!ish turnip it is about 
sixty four, while in the mangeJ wurzel beet 
it iii 130, according to an analysis by Sir 
Humphry Davy. The sugar beet contains 
considerably m o re nutritive matter than 
the m ingel, but the yield per acre is some- 
wtial less ; cocsequ* ntly wit al is gait Od in 
quality is lost in quantity. 
C a rro ts and 
p .r-n pa are still m »re abundant in nutii- 
t ve properties, %but more expensive, as 
1 1< y rt quire richer soil and greater cr re in 
cu tiva'ion ; but being worth more for 
feeding than the larger kinds, they may be 
considered equally profitable to the farm­ 
er. Turnips arc the easiest to raise, and 
the least in value of all the ordinary roots 
generally cultivated upon the (arm ; but 
as they are far better than no roots, we 
cannot urge too strongly their cultivation 
to farmers who think they have little time 
to devote to the production of such crops

I armer would probably have to make two 
journeys often to twenty miles each with 
his loads, and be out of pocket at least $6 
by his trade. 
The fact is, corn is an ex­ 
cellent fuel, and, although it may seem at 
first light to be wrong to bura up an arti­ 
cle of food, yet ft is but a mere sentiment 
which overlooks the fact, that to warm 
one's self by a fire, and to do the same by 
the consumption of food, arc in the end 
precisely similar in effect. It more warmth 
can be procured by consuming in a stove 
a dollar's worth of corn than a dollar's 
worth of coal, it is a legitimate use of the 
corn.”

early frosts of autumn nights. After feed­ 
ing awhile the poor animals get chilled and 
run about in the dark in search of warmth 
which they often find only at (he cost of a 
fall or stumble, resulting often in a sprain 
or a cut that injures or disfigures them for 
life. Then when warm aud tired they lie 
down to rest; what wonder lf they rise up 
stiff, spiritless, and not rarely suffering from 
a severe cold after their heated blood and 
relaxed sinews have been exposed to the 
blasts and frosts of a chilly night I When 
the days are not stormy it is well enough 
to let horses run in the pasture, but every 
autumn night should find them comforta­ 
bly bedded and fed in the stable. Ingrati­ 
tude to our fellow men is justly considered 
au odious vice, but is there not often a 
strong taint of It also in the treatment of 
these noble animals, to whose faithful help 
in all kinds of drudgery farmers are deeply 
indebted for full barns aud comfortable 
homes?”
